REPORT. 




General  Observations. 

The  most  important  sanitary  incident  of  the  past 
year  is  the  completion  of  the  Romsey  Town  section  of 
the  New  Main  Sewers  of  the  Borough ; the  full  benefit 
of  which  has  not  however  been  yet  attained  on  account 
of  (1)  the  incompleteness  of  the  house-connections,  (2) 
the  unmade  state  of  most  of  the  streets.  The  first 
defect  is  being  rapidly  mended,  under  an  order  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  for  the  abolition  of  the  unwhole- 
some cesspools,  and  the  connection  of  the  house  drains 
with  the  new  sewers;  the  second  defect  is  being  less 
rapidly  indeed,  but  quite  as  surely  mended  by  the  steady 
application  of  the  provisions  of  Sect.  150  et  seq.  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875;  in  this  regard  it  may  not  be 
unfit  to  record  a few  circumstances  in  the  past  history 
of  the  district. 

The  earliest  record  that  I can  find  is  a resolution 
of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  late  Improvement 
Commissioners  Board,  5 January,  1881,  on  a resolution 
of  the  previous  Board  Meeting,  the  record  of  which 
cannot  be  found. 

“ The  Committee  having  considered  the  resolution  referred 
to  them  at  the  last  Board  Meeting,  it  was  resolved  to  report  to 
the  Board  as  follows: — “That  considering  the  terms  of  Sect.  150 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  it  appears  to  the  Committee 
that  the  Board  have  ample  powers  to  compel  owners  of  premises 
abutting  on  Private  Streets  to  keep  the  Drainage  and  Paving 
of  such  streets  in  proper  order.”

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The  second  is  a resolution  of  the  Paving,  Drainage 
and  Lighting  Committee  (March  9,  1881),  on  a 
Memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  Viner}'^  Road  and 
adjoining  streets  which  had  been  referred  to  them  bj 
the  Board  on  February  15th,  1881. 

“ The  Memorial  of  the  inhabitants  of  Vinery  Road  and 
adjoining  streets  referred  to  this  Committee  at  the  last  Meeting 
of  the  Board  was  considered,  and  the  Clerk  and  Surveyor  had 
to  enquire  into  the  same,  as  to  the  dedication,  etc.,  under 
Sect.  150  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.” 

Thirdly,  a report  of  my  own  (of  which  I can  find 
nothing  on  the  minutes)  to  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
recommending  the  application  of  the  Clause  150  et  seq. 
to  the  streets  that  were  at  that  time  being  plotted  cut 
in  the  “ District  beyond  the  Mill  Road  Railway 
Crossing,”  since  known  as  “ Romsey  Town  ” ; this  report 
was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  I ceased  thereafter  to  press  this  aspect  of 
the  question. 

Fourthly,  the  Paving,  Drainage  and  Lighting 
Committee,  May  10,  1882,  submitted  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Board  a resolution  as  follows,  on  a Memorial 
from  the  Romsey  Town  District : — 

“The  Committee  having  considered  the  memorial  referred 
to  them  as  to  the  dedication,  drainage,  etc.,  of  the  streets  upon 
the  Cherryhinton  side  of  the  railway  crossing  on  Mill  Road,  are 
of  opinion  that  inasmuch  as  Sect.  152  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  requiring  that  before  the  Commissioners  can  accept 
any  streets,  etc.,  they  must  be  properly  sewered.  With  regard 
to  the  proposal  made  as  to  drainage  thereof,  the  Committee  are 
of  opinion  that  the  memorial  cannot  be  complied  with  without 
an  offence  being  committed  against  the  Rivers  Pollution 
(Prevention)  Act,  1876.” 

The  above  was  adopted  by  the  Board,  May  16, 
1882. 

On  July  13  of  the  same  year,  I made  to  the  Sani- 
tary Committee  a report  in  detail  on  the  Sanitary  need 
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of  the  houses  in  Romsey  Town,  avoiding  in  this 
instance  any  specific  reference  to  the  state  of  the  road- 
ways. Again  on  the  14  September  of  the  same  year, 
I reported  on  the  nuisances  arising  in  the  same  district 
from  stagnant  water  and  refuse,  and  the  unsatisfactory 
means  of  excrement  disposal  ; at  this  date  there  were 
only  one  hundred  and  sixty  houses  erected. 

The  following  paragraph  appears  in  my  report  for 
the  year  1882  (pages  10  and  11):  — 

“ In  addition  to  the  above,  the  whole  of  Romsey  Town 
and  Sturton  Town  has  been  inspected  as  to  the  state  of  the 
drainage  ; in  the  latter  district  nearl}-^  all  the  sink  wastes  have 
been,  as  a result,  disconnected  from  the  main  drains.  As  to 
Romsey  Town,  only  little  improvement  has  as  yet  been  effected; 
indeed,  until  some  combined  public  measures  are  adopted,  any 
great  improvement  is  difficult  of  accomplishment.  Here  are  a 
number  of  dwellings  approaching  to  200,  built  without  any 
better  means  of  excrement  disposal  than  leaky  or  overflowing 
cesspools  and  “guzzle”  holes,  with  no  surface  drainage,  and 
with  roads  that  are  at  times  nothing  better  than  quagmires. 
The  only  happy  circumstance  in  this  locality  is  the  opportunity 
of  getting  a good  supply  of  wholesome  water  from  the 
Company’s  mains.” 

On  May  5,  1883,  on  a Memorial  sent  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
adopted  the  following  report:  — 

“ The  Committee  having  considered  the  letter  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  of  the  7 April  ult.,  enclosing  a Memorial 
presented  to  the  Local  Government  Board  as  to  the  state  of 
Mill  Road  and  Romsey  Town,  beg  to  recommend  to  the  Board 
that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  inform  the  Local  Government 
Board : — 

That  the  main  road  known  as  Mill  Road  is  in  a proper 
state  both  as  regards  repairs,  lighting,  etc.  That  with  regard 
to  the  remainder  of  the  district  shown  on  plan,  which  accom- 
panied the  Memorial,  the  lighting  of  the  district  has,  so  far  as 
considered  necessary,  been  provided. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  if  the  Memorialists 
desire  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  to  be 
enforced  so  far  as  regards  the  streets  of  which  they  are  owners 
or  occupiers,  their  request  should  be  complied  with,  they  being 
informed  that  the  expense  of  carrying  out  the  necessary  works 
would  fall  upon  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  district  alone, 
under  one  or  other  of  the  following  Sections  of  the  Act : — 
Sects.  150— 213 — 214.” 
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This  was  adopted  by  the  Board  May  8,  1882’ 

The  property  owners  do  not  appear  to  have  taken 
any  steps  to  lay  out  the  streets  in  the  manner  suggested. 

The  following  appears  in  my  report  tor  the  year 
1883  (page  10)  : — 

“The  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  where  building  work  is 
in  active  progress,  have  received  more  frequent  attention, 
especially  that  district  known  as  Romsey  Town,  where  the  want 
of  proper  drainage  and  the  defective  system  of  excrement  dis- 
posal have  been  the  subject  of  many  of  my  past  monthly  reports. 
An  attempt  was  made  to  remedy  the  evils  complained  of  in  the 
most  populous  of  the  Romsey  Town  streets,  (Great  Eastern 
Street)  by  carrying  a drain  under  the  Railway;  but  this  plan 
proving  impracticable,  the  owner  disconnected  all  the  closets 
from  the  cesspools  and  converted  them  into  pail  closets.  This 
plan,  though  preferable  to  that  of  overflowing  cesspools,  does 
not  work  as  well  as  could  be  wished  in  the  absence  of  a good 
system  of  scavengering.” 

Subsequently  Major  Tulloch,  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  made  an  inspection  of  the  district,  in 
consequence  of  a representation  made  to  the  Board  by 
an  association  of  rate-payers.  During  the  year  1884 
the  well  water  failed,  and  the  Water  Company  were 
approached  at  the  instance  of  the  Improvement  Board. 
During  the  same  year  a special  report  was  ordered  to 
be  made  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  and  myself  on  the 
state  of  excremental  nuisances,  and  this  is  printed  in 
my  Annual  Beport  of  the  year;  following  on  this 
report,  a system  of  dry  earth  excrement  disposal 
was  ordered  by  the  Board,  and  a contract  made  for  the 
supply  of  dry  earth  and  renewal  of  the  sanitary  pails, 
and  this  system  was  maintained  till  its  supercession 
this  year,  1895,  by  completion  of  the  sewer. 

During  the  year  1885,  the  Infectious  Disease 
Hospital  was  built  on  the  Mill  Road  at  the  extreme 
boundary  of  the  Borough,  and  in  order  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  Institution,  the  trunk  roadway  was  made, 
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and  the  Water  Company’s  main  carried  along  its 
whole  length.  These  consequential  measures  were  an 
indirect  benefit  to  the  District.  On  October  18th, 
1888,  I once  more  drew  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee  to  the  state  of  the  streets,  and  thereupon 
the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  received  in- 
structions to  prepare  a list  of  such  streets,  with  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  dealing  with  them  under 
Sect.  150,  et  seq.  P.  H.  A.,  1875;  this  instruction  was 
duly  carried  into  effect,  and  during  the  subsequent 
year  it  was  resolved  to  take  Catharine  Street,  now 
become  the  most  populous  of  the  group,  as  a test  case- 
Then  followed  the  break  in  the  continuity  of 
Sanitary  Administration  by  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1888,  since  which  period  all  the  questions  affect- 
ing Romsey  Town  have  been  merged  in  the  general 
question  of  a sewerage  scheme  for  the  whole  town. 

Among  the  minor  matters  which  affect  the  Town 
generally  may  be  noted  : — 

Administration  of  the  Factory  and  W orkshops  Acts. 

1878-94. 

The  arrangements  made  in  the  year  1893,  for  the 
due  adminstration  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act 
have  been  carried  into  effect,  and  the  provision  of  the 
statutes  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  all  persons  con- 
cerned as  far  as  they  are  known.  A large  number  of 
the  workshops  and  residences  of  the  out-workers  have 
been  visited,  and  the  result  of  the  visits  reported  in 
many  instances  to  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Bye-Laws  relating  to  the  following  matters : — 

(a)  The  regulation  of  removal  of  manure  and 
stable  dung,  (b)  Regulations  under  Sect.  23,  Public

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Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  have  been  discussed 
in  Committee,  but  no  definite  decision  has  as  yet  been 
arrived  at. 

The  examination  of  the  well-water  in  the  district 
has  been  continued,  and  in  all  instances  of  organic 
pollution  the  wells  have  been  closed. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  calculation  of  the  vital  statistics  of  the  year  is 
disturbed  by  the  difficulty  of  making  an  approximately 
correct  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  several  sub- 
districts. In  making  my  calculations  of  vital  statistics, 
I have  in  regard  to  the  estimate  of  population  adhered 
to  principles  enunciated  in  my  report  of  the  year  1893. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  is  934,  equal 
to  a birth-rate  of  24'3  per  1,000  per  annum.  The 
birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  is 
given  at  29’6  in  the  Report  of  the  Registrar- General. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  I’egistered*  is  604,  equal  to 
a death-rate  of  15’7  per  1,000  living  per  annum.  After 
making  the  usual  corrections,  as  indicated  at  the  bottom 
of  the  Table  IV.,  the  total  number  of  deaths  properly 
belonging  to  the  district  is  found  to  be  567,  or  77  fewer 
than  the  corresponding  number  in  1893,  and  the  death- 
rate  14’8.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
the  same  period  is  given  at  16*6. 

The  deaths  due  to  the  chief  zymotic  diseases 
include  3 from  Diphtheria.,  17  from  Whooping  Cough., 
4 from  Enteric  Fever.,  12  from  Diarrhoea  (11  under  5 
years  of  age),  3 from  Scarlet  Fever,  and  25  from 
Measles — total,  64,  equal  to  a death-rate  for  these 
diseases  of  1‘67  per  1,000  of  the  population  per  annum 
(0‘59  lower  than  in  1893).

Disease  Incidence. 

Two  cases  of  Smallpox  have  been  notified;  the  Small-Pox. 
first,  in  April,  was  that  of  a child  five  years  old  and  well 
vaccinated,  who  had  moreover  not  been  in  any  way 
exposed  to  the  chance  of  contracting  the  disease ; there 
was  therefore  little  probability  of  its  being  Smallpox, 
and  an  examination  of  the  child  confirmed  this 
opinion.  The  second,  which  occurred  in  June,  was 
that  of  a tramp,  who  at  the  time  was  staying  at 
a common  lodging  house  on  East  Road.  On  visiting 
the  man  I found  him  in  the  kitchen  with  his  wife, 
and  a number  of  other  wayfarers.  He  was  moved 
forthwith  to  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  nd 
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Scarlatina. 


remained  there  under  my  medical  care  till  the  time 
of  his  discharge.  All  the  persons  who  had  had 
contact  with  the  man  were  traced,  as  far  as  practicable, 
examined  by  myself,  and  offered  re-vaccination.  The 
patient’s  clothing  was  all  destroyed  and  another  suit 
given  him  in  exchange  ; the  lodging  house  was 
thoroughly  disinfected.  These  measures  proved  suc- 
cessful, and  no  other  cases  occurred.  It  is  very 
interesting  to  mention  that  the  man  appears  to  have 
contracted  the  disease  at  a common  lodging  house  at 
Hatfield,  where  he  had  met  an  old  acquaintance  who 
was  stated  to  have  come  from  Cambridge  by  way  of 
Royston,  Baldock,  and  Hitchin,  and  was  at  the  time 
suffering  from  Smallpox,  being  subsequently  admitted 
to  the  Workhouse  Infirmary  at  Hatfield, 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  present  throughout  the 
year,  but  neither  areally  nor  numerically  so  much  as 
during  the  year  1898;  Castle  End  and  New  Town 
having  been  less  seriously  assailed  than  during  the 
latter  year,  thirty-five  fever  cases  having  been 
notified  ; nearly  half  the  total  number  occurred  during 
those  months  of  the  year,  September  and  October, 
when  experience  leads  us  to  expect  the  greatest 
prevalence  of  this  disease.  It  should,  however,  be 
observed  here  that  many  of  the  cases  were  notified 
after  all  acute  symptoms  had  passed  away,  and 
that  others  had  not  very  well  marked  symptoms, 
and  considerable  doubt  remained  on  my  mind  as 
to  the  real  character  of  the  disease.  Many  of  the 
cases  were,  on  enquiry,  distinctly  traceable  to  pre- 
existing cases  in  other  households  ; school  assemblage 
had  also  a not  inconsiderable  share  in  the  spread  of  the 
disease  ; one  instance  is  worthy  of  mention.  A Sunday 
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School  teacher  was  found  to  have  been  attending 
his  duties  while  in  a state  of  desquamation,  and, 
further,  a visit  to  this  person’s  house  led  to  a fatal  case 
in  another  family.  Another  factor  which  was  found 
to  be  operating  in  the  spread  of  the  disease  was  the  free 
intercourse,  among  other  susceptible  persons,  of  children 
in  a state  of  desquamation  who  had  not  been  medically 
attended ; seven  of  such  instances  were  discovered 
by  myself ; two  of  these  were  reported  as  proper 
subjects  of  prosecution  for  wilful  exposure,  but  the 
evidence  was  not  considered  sufficient  to  establish 
the  facts  of  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  the  disease 
on  the  part  of  the  responsible  persons.  Proceedings 
were  taken  against  the  medical  attendant  and  also 
against  the  head  of  the  family  for  failing  to  notify  a 
case  of  scarlet  fever.  The  first  case  was  dismissed  by 
the  Magistrates,  whereupon  the  second  case  was  with- 
drawn. 

Measles  prevailed  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
year  to  a much  greater  extent  than  scarlatina ; but,  as 
this  disease  is  not  included  among  those  notified,  it  is 
not  possible  to  supply  the  actual  number,  and  it  is 
also  difficult  to  estimate  it,  but,  assuming  the 
mortality  in  this  disease  to  be  about  two  per  cent,  of 
cases,  there  must  have  been  eleven  hundred  at  fewest. 

Seven  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  notified,  of 
which  three  ended  fatally ; one  of  the  non-fatal  cases 
was  subsequently  ascertained  to  be  really  a case  of 
scarlatina.  The  earliest  case  occurred  about  the 
middle  of  March,  at  a lodging-house  in  Magdalene 
Street,  where  the  family  had  their  temporary 
home ; the  sanitary  state  of  the  house  was 
found  to  be  not  altogether  satisfactory  but  not

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flagrantly  bad ; the  patient  had  come  a few  days 
before  the  onset  of  the  disease  from  a school  at 
Leatherhead,  Surrey,  where  diphtheria  was  ascertained 
to  have  extensively  prevailed  ; there  is,  therefore,  high 
probability  that  the  disease  had  been  contracted  at  the 
school.  The  second  case  occurred  at  the  beginning  of 
July,  in  Gloucester  Street ; here  was  found  a most 
defective  brick  barrel  drain,  and  the  house  generally  in 
a bad  sanitary  condition.  The  third  case  occurred  in 
the  middle  of  July,  in  Gwydir  Street,  and  ended 
fatally  in  four  days  after  notification  ; serious  sanitary 
defects  were  found  also  in  this  house.  The  fourth 
case,  in  August,  is  the  one  which  turned  out  to 
be  scarlatina ; the  fifth  case  occurred  in  the 
middle  of  August  in  New  Street,  the  sanitary 
state  of  the  house  being  exceptionally  bad.  The 
sixth  case  occurred  six  days  later  at  another  house 
in  the  same  street,  and  the  disease  may,  with  much 
probability,  have  been  caught  from  the  preceding  case, 
but  no  direct  connection  could  be  traced.  The  last 
case  occurred  at  the  end  of  December,  in  Bateman 
Street,  and  was  removed  to  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital 
for  the  operation  of  tracheotomy,  and  died.  In  only 
two  instances  could  infection  with  any  probability  be 
traced  to  a pre-existent  case. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  been  present  throughout  the 
year,  except  the  month  of  October.  Six  cases  were 
notified  in  the  first  quarter,  five  in  the  second,  six 
in  the  third,  and  nine  in  the  last  quarter,  making 
a total  of  twenty-six  in  twenty-four  households ; ten  of 
the  cases  were  admitted  into  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital. 
Three  members  of  the  University  developed  the  disease 
immediately  on  their  return  to  Cambridge  after 
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vacation,  in  one  of  these  infection  could  be  distinctly 
traced  to  Edinburgh,  four  other  cases  were  also 
imported  : — from  Southend,  Stapleford,  Stratford 
(Essex),  and  Chesterton  (Cambs.),  respectively  ; one 
case  in  Gloucester  Place  appeared  to  have  been 
associated  with  an  antecedent  case  in  Gloucester 
Terrace,  which  in  its  turn  may  have  been  associated 
with  one  at  Chesterton;  but  it  is  only  fair  to  observe  that 
the  neighbourhood  of  these  two  streets  has  long  been 
known  as  an  unhealthy  area.  In  ten  other  instances, 
more  or  less  serious  drainage  defects  were  found.  Pump 
water  had  been  used  in  only  one  instance  which 
occurred  on  December  24th  ; the  succeeding  long  frost 
has  prevented  a sample  of  the  water  from  being  taken 
for  analysis  ; the  remaining  cases  present  no  special 
circumstances  for  remark.  Four  cases  (all  treated  at 
their  own  homes)  died  of  the  disease. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea  has  not  largely  prevailed 
during  the  year. 

Summary  of  action  taken  to  limit  ihe  spread  oj 
Infectious  Disease, 

Every  house  in  the  town  in  which  a case  of 
infectious  disease  has  been  notified  has  been  visited  and 
inquiries  have  been  made  as  to  all  the  circumstances 
which  may  have  operated  in  respect  of  introduction  or 
aggravation  of  the  diseases,  such  as  water  supply, 
milk  supply,  defective  drainage,  subsoil  pollution, 
school  assemblage,  etc. 

Enquiry  was  also  instituted  in  regard  to  a patient 
who  was  notified  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  of 
Hull  as  having  arrived  from  a cholera  infected  port, 
and  having  given  Cambridge  as  an  ultimate  destina- 
tion. As  the  person  in  question  had  not  arrived  at 
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Cholera.

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the  time  of  my  visit,  and  was  stated  to  have  gone 
elsewhere,  both  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  and  the 
Medical  Officer  for  the  District  to  which  the  infected 
person  had  gone  were  forthwith  informed  of  the  cir- 
cumstances. 

Instances  of  defective  drainage  and  impure  water 
supply  in  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  have  been  dealt  with. 

The  following  Public  Elementary  Schools  have  been 
closed,  partly  on  account  of  Scarlatina,  and  partly  on 
account  of  Measles  : St.  Peter’s  and  St.  Giles’  Schools, 
Sturton  Street  Infants’  School,  New  Street  Mixed  and 
Infants’  School,  Occupation  Road  School,  King  Street 
Girls’and  Infants’  School,  Abbey  Mixed  and  Infants’ 
Schools,  St.  John’s  School,  Park  Street  Infants’  School, 
Catharine  Street  Girls’  and  Infants’  Schools,  and 
British  Infants’  School.  The  New  Street  Schools  were 
closed  for  a fortnight,  but  the  Managers  opened  the 
schools  again  at  the  end  of  a week,  and  on  represen- 
tation to  the  Sanitary  Authority,  the  Managers  were 
called  upon  to  explain  their  neglect  of  the  Order. 

Ten  of  the  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  one  case  of 
alleged  Scarlet  Fever,  one  case  of  Diphtheria,  and  two 
of  Erysipelas,  were  removed  to  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital, 
Sixty-five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  (sixty-one  per  cent, 
of  those  notified),  and  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
admitted  into  the  Borough  Fever  Hospital.  In  regard 
to  the  case  of  Small-pox,  the  lodging-house  was 
thoroughly  disinfected,  the  patient’s  clothing  was  all 
destroyed,  and  another  suit  was  given  him  in 
exchange,  and  all  the  persons  who  were  exposed  to  the 
chance  of  infection  were  traced  as  far  as  practicable, 
and  examined  and  offered  re-vaccination.  Four 
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patients  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed 
into  the  Infectious  Diseases’  Hospital  under  the 
authority  of  a Magistrate’s  Order. 

The  consideration  of  the  question  of  more  ample 
provision  for  disinfection,  which  had  been  commenced 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1893,  was  continued  in  Com- 
mittee on  February  6th  and  April  3rd,  1894  respectively, 
when  plans  and  estimate  of  cost  (£962)  were  produced 
by  the  Borough  Engineer,  whereupon  Mr.  Councillor 
T.  Hyde  Hills,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the 
Borough  Engineer  were  asked  to  make  a special  report 
on  the  subject  for  communication  to  the  Borough  Council ; 
the  Council  not  being  satisfied  as  to  the  exigency,  it  was 
decided  to  defer  the  consideration  of  the  question  for 
one  year.  In  view  of  the  ill  success  of  the  joint 
report,  to  satisfy  the  Council  I have,  since  October  Ist, 
instituted  a system  of  observations  on  the  work  of  the 
existing  Ransom’s  Stove,  whereby  it  appears  that  during 
the  quarter  ending  December  31st,  1894,  there  had  been 
fifty-two  stovings  on  fifty-two  separate  days,  each  one 
occupying,  according  to  the  character  of  the  charge 
(wet  or  dry,  bulky  or  light)  from  six  to  nine  hours  ; it 
would  therefore  appear  impossible  to  do  more  than  one 
stoving  in  a working  day,  but  in  as  much  as  the  work 
for  any  particular  case  cannot,  on  many  occasions,  be 
commenced  (from  a variety  of  causes  mentioned  below) 
till  late  in  the  day,  either  the  work  must  be  carried  into 
the  night  or  postponed  altogether  till  the  day  following^ 
The  causes  which  lead  to  the  delay  are : — 

(1)  The  stove  being  already  started  earlier  in  the 
day  for  a previous  case;  this  occurred  nine 
times  during  the  quarter.

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(2)  Communication,  signifying  that  a particular 

household  is  ready  for  disinfection,  being 
received  too  late  in  day. 

(3)  The  request  to  remove  patients  to  the  Infectious 

Disease  Hospital  being  received  too  late  in 
the  day  ; this  has  occurred  three  times 
during  the  quarter. 

(4)  The  stove  being  required  for  (a)  more  than  one 

disease  at  the  same  time,  (b)  the  same  disease 
, from  two  or  more  households.  These  last 

two  conditions  have  between  them  occurred 
twenty  times  during  the  quarter;  it  is 
obviously  undesirable  on  the  ground  both 
of  expediency  and  sentiment  that  goods 
infected  by  ditferent  diseases,  or  that  the 
similarly  infected  goods  of  two  distinct 
households  should  be  placed  together ; with 
the  present  stove  such  mingling  of  goods 
must  frequentl}"  happen  if  there  is  not  to 
be  unreasonable  delay,  and  this  bears  most 
hardly  on  the  poorer  class  of  householders. 

The  above  is  a fair  statement  of  the  capabilities 
of  the  present  stove  during  what  may  be  termed  a 
“ moderate  epidemic  period,”  but  it  is  obvious  how 
much  the  strain  would  be  increased  during  an  epidemic 
of  greater  severity.  It  may  be  well  here  to  remind  the 
Authority  that  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention) 
Act,  1890,  imposes  upon  them  the  whole  responsibility 
of  disinfection.  The  following  is  a record  of  the 
stovings  for  the  two  years  1893 — 94: —

Water  Supply.  Representations  by  the  Medical  Officer  on  defective

Unhealthy  Under  provisions  of  the  ‘‘  Housing  of  the  Working 

Dwellings,  (^j^gggg  Act,”  IftOO,  the  proceedings  with  regard  to  the 
obstructive  buildings  in  Banks  Court,  Little  St.  Mary’s 
Lane,  have  been  advanced  another  stage  during  the 
year  ; the  owner  had,  in  order  to  obviate  the  necessity 
of  arbitration,  been  offered  i^l20  for  the  site.  On  his 
refusal  an  arbitrator  has  been  appointed. 

A representation  has  been  made  under  the  Act  in 
regard  to  five  houses.  Mount  Pleasant.  After  report 
by  the  Borough  Surveyor  and  inspection  by  the 
Sanitary  Sub-Committee,  it  was  decided  that  a Closing 
Order  should  be  obtained.  The  property  has  since  been 
purchased  by  owners  of  adjacent  property,  rendering 
further  proceedings  under  the  Act  unnecessary. 

The  Sub-Committee  inspected  four  houses  in 
King’s  Court,  King  Street,  and  reported  that  they  had 
had  an  interview*  with  the  owner,  who  undertook  to 
pull  down  one  house  in  order  to  afford  means  of 
ventilating  the  others. 

Admission  to  view  an  alleged  unhealthy  dwelling. 
Pound  Hill,  was  refused  in  the  first  instance,  but  on  the

intimation  that  a magistrate’s  order  would  be  obtained 
for  compulsory  powers  of  entry  the  owner  withdrew  his 
objections. 

A representation  has  been  made  with  detailed  report 
on  Brown’s  Yard,  Shamrock  Passage  and,  adjoining 
property,  Newmarket  Road,  under  Sect.  5 of  the  same 
Act,  recommending,  in  view  of  the  difficulty  of  carrying 
out  any  simple  means  of  sanitary  improvements,  re- 
construction as  provided  by  the  said  clause,  but  after 
inspection  of  the  property  and  report  thereon  by  the 
Sub-Committee,  and  after  hearing  the  opinion  of  the 
Borough  Surveyor,  it  was  decided  to  obtain  a Closing 
Order.  These  premises  have  been  repeatedly  brought 
before  the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  for  years 
past. 

Dilapidated  premises  at  Blackmoor  Head  Yard 
have  been  referred  to  the  Sub-Committee  to  inspect 
and  report  on,  and  the  matter  is  still  pending. 

A report  on  the  unsatisfactory  sanitary  condition 
of  the  “ Rose  and  Crown  ” Public  House,  Pound  Hill, 
and  adjoining  property,  and  also  as  to  a slaughter, 
house  on  the  premises  was  brought  before  the  Sanitary 
Committee  and  was  referred  by  them  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Lease  Committee  ; on  the  recommendation 
of  the  latter  the  Council  decided  to  determine  the 
yearly  tenancy  in  order  to  be  in  a position  to  repair  the 
premises  and  to  abolish  the  slaughterhouse. 

The  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  drainage  of  certain 
other  Corporation  property  in  Union  Street  has  been 
reported  to  the  Lease  Committee  by  the  Borough 
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Improvements 

etc. 


Surveyor  and  myself,  and  the  recommendations  made 
have  been  carried  into  effect. 

On  complaint  of  one  of  the  residents  of  Scroope 
Terrace  as  to  the  faulty  state  of  the  house  drainage,  a 
report  was  made  to  tlie  Authority  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  whereupon,  in  view  of  the  drainage  of  all 
the  houses  in  the  terrace  being  joined  into  one  common 
conduit,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Town  Clerk  be  requested 
to  report  on  the  legal  aspect  of  the  case,  and  if 
necessary  to  take  Counsel’s  opinion. 

In  June  a Report  was  made  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  describing  the  filthy  condition  of  a van 
in  Suez  Road,  and  calling  the  authority’s  attention  to 
the  facts  that  there  were  five  others  more  or  less 
established  in  the  Rorasey  Town  District  (in  one 
instance  the  wheels  having  been  removed),  and  sug- 
gesting the  adoption  of  bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of 
these  structures.  The  Town  Clerk  was  instructed  to 
report  on  the  legal  position  of  these  vans  as  dwelling 
houses. 

H uses  in  Pound  Hill,  Guildhall  Place,  and 
Gloucester  Place,  respectively,  and  a cellar  in  Vicar’s 
Buildings  have  been  cleansed  and  fumigated  on  account 
of  the  filthy  condition  of  the  premises. 

Sanitary  improvements  have  been  effected  either 
by  diversion,  relaying  or  ventilation  of  house  drains,  in 
consequence,  in  many  instances,  of  the  occurrence  of 
Typhoid  Fever  or  other  Infectious  Disease  at  the  follow 
ing  places: — St.  Andrew’s  Street,  Regent  Street,  Trinity 
Place,  Alms  Houses,  King  Street,  Market  Street, 
“ Eagle  Tavern,”  Bene’t  Street,  All  Saints’  Passage, 
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Fitzroy  Street,  Grafton  Street,  Jesus  Lane,  Northampton 
Street,  Willow  Walk,  Malcolm  Street,  Bridge  Street, 
Adam  and  Eve  Row,  Broad  Lane,  Queen  Street,  George 
Street,  Rivar  Place,  Sleaford  Street,  South  Street,  St. 
Paul’s  Walk,  York  Street,  Newmarket  Road,  Union 
Road,  Sturton  Street,  Coldham’s  Lane,  Terrrce  Lane, 
Doric  Street,  Saxon  Street,  Gothic  Street,  Norfolk 
Terrace,  New  Street,  Russell  Street,  Occupation  Road, 
Cambridge  Place,  and  Covent  Garden. 

Additional  closet  accommodation  has  been  provided 
in  connection  with  Nos.  16,  17,  18,  and  19  Occupation 
Road  and  Nos.  62,  64,  66,  68,  73,  75,  77  and  79  New 
Street. 

A number  of  the  old  brick  and  barrel  drains  have 
been  removed  in  connection  with  29  and  80,  Russell 
Street,  4 and  4a,  Union  Road,  30  and  31,  Occupation 
Road,  8,  9,  10,  11,  14,  15,  17  and  18,  Coronation 
Street,  14  to  23,  Gothic  Street,  24,  St.  Andrew’s  Street, 
Eagle  Tavern,  Bene’t  Street,  74  to  76,  Regent  Street, 
1,  Market  Street,  5,  All  Saints’  Passage,  13,  Jesus  Lane, 
24,  Sussex  Street,  five  houses  “ Spotted  Cow  ” yard, 
six  houses  Willow  Place,  two  houses  Willow  Walk,  and 
four  houses  Malcolm  Street,  and  glazed  pipe  drains  sub- 
stituted in  each  instance. 

New  surface  drains  have  been  provided  in  connection 
with  Nos.  11  to  25  Adam  and  Eve  Row. 

Numerous  receptacles  for  the  storage  of  manures 
have  been  constructed  as  required  by  the  bye  laws,  and 
others,  which  were  found  in  a dilapidated  condition  or 
not  in  accordance  with  the  bye  laws,  have  been  effectively 
repaired  or  altered.

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I have  reason  to  believe  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Statute  as  to  lists  of  outworkers  is  now  generally 
complied  with.  Furthermore  H.M.  Inspectors  of 
Factories,  female  and  male,  have  paid  a larger  number 
of  visits,  and  taken  more  active  measures  than  usual. 

Twenty-four  bakehouses  have  been  inspected 
by  the  Medical  OflScer  of  Health,  in  five  of  which  sani- 
tary defects  were  found,  and  these  have  been,  or  are, 
in  the  process  of  being  remedied. 

(2)  Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Application  for  licensing  under  the  Order  has 
been  made  in  respect  of  premises  in  N ewmarket-road, 
when,  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  permisson  was  refused,  owing  to  unsuitability  of 
premises.  Eighteen  milk  purveyors  have  been  placed 
upon  the  Register  during  the  year.  All  dairies  and 
cowsheds  have  been  inspected  according  to  regular 
periods,  and  cleansing,  lime-washing,  and  new 
receptacles  ordered  in  several  instances,  and  duly 
obeyed. 

(3)  Canal  Boats. 

The  boats  plying  during  the  year,  which  come 
under  the  operation  of  the  Acts,  number  twenty-nine. 
The  number  of  registered  boats  inspected  during  the 
year  has  been  thirteen  ; all  of  them,  except  one,  had 
complied  with  the ' Regulations  as  to  painting, 
cleansing,  and  re-lettering,  and  other  matters  required 
by  the  Acts,  and  the  one  in  default  has*,  on  notice,  since 
complied  with  the  regulations.  There  have  been  no 
prosecutions  during  the  year.  There  have  been  no 
women  or  children  found  on  board  any  of  the  boats.  No 
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case  of  infection  has  been  notified  or  traced.  The 
boats  plying  within  this  district  belong  generally  to 
the  Eastern  Navigation  Company:  one  boat  has  been 
registered  during  the  year.  The  trade  is  chiefly 
in  timber,  corn,  and  gravel.  Steam  tug  and  horse 
power  are  the  propelling  agents  used. 

(4)  Slaughterhouses,  Knackers,  and  other 
Offensive  Trades. 

All  the  slaughterhouses  have  been  regularly 
inspected  every  month,  and,  except  in  several 
few  instances,  minor  structural  defects  have  been 
discovered,  and  these  have  been  immediately  remedied 
on  notice  from  the  Inspectors. 

No  nuisances  have  occurred  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  keeping  pigs  contrary  to  the  bye-laws. 

Several  smoke  nuisances  have  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

Food  Inspection, 

On  February  22nd,  a dead  cow  was  removed  to  a 
knacker’s  yard  and  subsequently  sent  to  a Cat’s-meat 
vendor  of  Mile  End  Road,  London. 

On  April  21st,  fourteen  pieces  of  meat  were  seized, 
and  after  examination  by  the  Medical  Otficer  of  Health, 
were  ordered  by  a Justice  to  be  destroyed.  Proceedings 
were  subsequently  taken  against  the  owner,  and  a fine 
of  £10  and  £2  18s.  costs  inflicted. 

On  May  26th,  a carcase  of  a sheep  was  seized,  and 
after  examination  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  was 
ordered  by  a Justice  to  be  destroyed.  Proceedings 
were  subsequently  taken,  and  a fine  of  £2  and  costs 
inflicted. 
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On  May  31st,  a quantity  of  vegetables  were  seized 
and  destroyed. 

On  July  17th,  9 lbs.  of  Tomatoes,  86  Apricots, 
and  5 Oranges  were  seized  and  oidered  to  be  destroyed 
in  the  same  wa3^  Proceedings  were  subsequently 
taken  against  the  owner,  and  a fine  of  £2  and  8s.  costs 
inflicted. 

On  November  23rd,  an  emaciated  cow  was 
removed  after  slaughter  to  a knacker’s  3^ard,  and 
subsequently  destroyed. 

On  December  29th,  fifteen  pieces  of  meat  were 
seized,  and  after  examination  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  were  ordered  by  a Justice  to  be  destroyed. 
Proceedings  were  subsequently  taken  against  the  owner, 
and  a fine  of  £5  and  £2  2s.  costs  inflicted.

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APPENDIX, 


Eeport  on  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital 
BY  THE  Medical  Superintendent. 


Since  the  issue  of  my  last  report  the  completion 
of  the  main  drainage  of  the  district  wherein  the 
Hospital  is  situate,  has  rendered  feasible  a better 
system  of  excrement  disposal  than  that  which  has  been 
in  operation  at  the  Institution  since  its  establishment ; 
the  necessary  works  are  now  in  progress,  and  are 
expected  to  be  complete  in  a few  weeks. 

My  previously  expressed  opinion  as  to  the 
hazardous  character  of  the  Hospital  provision  for  the 
isolation  of  cases  of  Small  pox,  might,  in  view  of  the 
attention  which  has  been  recently  called  to  the  question 
of  such  provision  in  a memorandum  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  be  reiterated  ; 
but  an  extract  from  the  memorandum  will  express  it 
better:  it  states,  inter  alia-  : — “Ever  since  the  issue  in 
1882  of  the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Small- 
pox and  Fever  Hospitals  great  difficulty  has  arisen  in 
the  selection  of  sites  for  the  reception  of  patients 
suffering  from  Small-pox.  Small-pox  hospitals  have 
a^ain  and  again  served  to  disseminate  that  disease  to 
neighbouring  communities,  and  this,  to  use  the  words 
of  the  Royal  Commission,  ‘ in  spite  of  precautions 
almost  in  excess  of  any  that  could  have  been  antici- 
pated.’ There  is,  as  yet,  no  evidence  available  to 
indicate  at  what  distance  from  populations,  whether 
aggregated  in  institutions  or  living  in  dwelling-houses. 
Small-pox  hospitals  may  be  established  without  risk 
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to  persons  who  are  susceptible  of  Small-pox  infection  ; 
but  that  distance  is  often  a very  considerable  one.  It 
may,  however,  be  laid  down,  with  a view  of  lessening 
the  risk  of  infection,  that  a local  authority  should  not 
contemplate  the  erection  of  a Small-pox  hospital — 

“1st.  On  any  site  where  it  would  have 
within  a quarter  of  a mile  of  it  as  a centre 
either  a hospital,  whether  for  infectious 
diseases  or  not,  or  a workhouse,  or  any  similar 
establishment,  or  a population  of  150 — 200 
persons. 

“ 2ndly.  On  any  site  where  it  would  have  within 
half-a-mile  of  it  as  a centre  a population  of  500— 
600  persons  whether  in  one  or  more  institutions 
or  in  dwelling-houses. 

“ It  must  also  be  understood  that  even  where  the 
above  conditions  are  strictly  fulfiled,  there  may  be 
circumstances  under  which  the  erection  of  a small-pox 
hospital  should  not  be  contemplated.  Cases  in  which 
there  is  any  considerable  collection  of  inhabitants  just 
beyond  the  half-mile  zone  should  always  call  for 
especial  consideration.” 

Towards  the  elid  of  the  year  the  Matron  resigned 
her  appointment  on  obtaining  another  of  similar 
character  elsewhere,  and  her  place  has  been  efficiently 
filled  by  another. 

In  view  of  the  protracted  period  of  convalescence 
after  scarlatina,  and  in  order  to  avoid  the  needless 
expense  of  skilled  nursing  for  such  patients,  a second 
probationer  has  been  engaged ; so  that  the  nursing 
staff  now  consists  of  a Matron,  two  Nurses,  and  two 
Probationers  ; minor  changes  have  also  been  made  in 
the  subordinate  staff  of  domestics. 
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The  following  table  gives  a summary  of  admissions 
and  discharges  during  the  year  appearing  in  the 
Hospital  books,  and  extracted  for  me  by  the  Matron.
